DEATH OF MRS. ALLISON, 


The personal friends of Mr. William 
O, Allison, among the readers of the Re- 
porter, will share the deep feeling of 
sympathy which the members of its staff 
entertain for him, in the bereavement 
he has sustained by the death of Mrs.

THE SPECULATION IN CAMPHOR. 

Following the announcement of a 
break in the price of camphor in Lon- 
don, where the syndicate has reduced 
its quotations from 210 shillings to 180 
shillings per hundredweight, equal to a 
reduction of over seven cents a pound, 
the refiners here have dropped their 
price four cents a pound, the result be- 
ing an unsettled feeling as to the po- 
sition of the article. When a similar 
reduction was made by the syndicate 
some months ago, it was not met by 
the refiners, and contrary action at the 
present time is believed to indicate that 
they regard the situation as one of less 
intrinsic strength than it was on the 
occasion_of the previous break in Lon- 
don. It would appear from an examina- 
tion of the statistics that the syndicate 
is very heavily loaded, and that its 
manipulation of prices has so far 
checked the demand for the gum and 
turned the consuraption on to substi- 
tutes, that its ability to maintain the 
corner it has undertaken to establish 
is scarcely among the possibilities. The 
statistics of imports, deliveries and 
stocks at London in packages, for a 
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Series of years, as given in the fol- 
lowing tabulation, is of interest:

The stock on March 1 had been re- 
duced to 13,674 packages, the imports 
during the two preceding months hav- 
ing been but 675 packages, against de- 
liveries of 4,398 packages. The stock, 
as shown by these figures, does not rep- 
resent the entire London stock, al- 
though when taken in connection with 
the diminished imports since January 
1, it may be taken as indicating that 
an unusually large proportion of the 
world’s stock is held there. In fact, 
latest Hong Kong circulars state that 
stocks are small, and report transac- 
tions in excess of receipts, with prices 
at the time rather firmer after a drop 
during the month of February. 

The syndicate is generally credited 
with holdings amounting in all to be- 
tween 25,000 and 30,000 packages, and 
it appears to have had little hand of 
late in supplying the demands of the 
American market. The deliveries for 
1895, as stated in the above table, show 
clearly the effect of high prices on con- 
sumption. In 1893-94, when specula- 
tion was induced by the growing de- 
mands of celluloid makers and for the 
newly exploited smokeless powders, 
while the prices approached somewhere 
near the average that the syndicate 
maintained last year, consumption was 
kept up by the outlets which the indus- 
tries named afforded. But since then the 
powder makers have discovered new 
matrials, and many of the larger out- 
lets previously afforded through the 
drug trade have been’ supplied by 
cheaper substitutes. It is, therefore, 
safe to assume that the consumption 
of camphor is so far below the supply 
that an equilibrium can only be restored 
by the reduction of prices to a point 
which will regain for it the preference 
over competing articles. How long the 


syndicate will resist this result is, of 
course, doubtful, but its inevitability 
would seem, none the less, to fore- 


shadow the tendency of prices, and the 
ultimate ending of another futile effort 
to corner a natural product.

UNSATISFACTORY CONDITIONS IN 
THE PAINT TRADE, 


Thus far the “spring trade’ in paints 
has been about as unsatisfactory as 
that of any corresponding period cov- 
ered by the records of the Reporter. In 
many branches of the trade March was 


a thorough disappointment. The me- 
teorological conditions all over’ the 
country have been bad for outdoor 


work, there having been, according to 
the records of the Weather Bureau, a 
deficiency of more than 10 degrees in 
the average temperature of the month, 
with an excess of humidity and a very 
heavy aggregate snowfall. When there 
have been more favorable conditions, 
which would have permitted of the av- 
erage amount of work, the enforced ne- 
cessity for economy, among the agricul- 
tural classes especially, has prevented 
the usual consumption of paints, as well 
as of other materials whose use could 
oe deferred until more prosperous 


times. The effect of this is most ap- 
parent in the business of the manu- 
facturers, whose stocks are much 


larger than usual, even In the face of 
a production based upon very conserv- 
ative estimates of what the season’s re- 
quirements would be. It is apparent 
from this condition, no less than from 
the sales ledger of every manufactur- 
er, that dealers have not anticipated 
their wants to any extent, and have 
drawn upon the factories only as they 
were forced to by an actual consum~ 
ing demand, leaving the burden of 
stocks in first hands. This disposi- 
tion has also curtailed the profits of 
the manufacturing business because of 
the extra expense attending the filling 
of small orders. That dealers are in- 
clined to adhere to this conservative 
policy is especially manifest just now, 
when, under ordinary conditions, large 
contracts would be out for umbers, si- 
ennas, ochres and the other heavy 


pigments, for prompt shipment upon 
the opening of navigation. So far as 
our reports show, the number of such 
orders now in importers’ and manu- 
facturers’ hands is unprecendentedly 
small, and the same unfavorable com- 
parison with former years may be 
made on the sales of foreign lead 
products. The stocks of the latter, 
however, are abnormally large, by 
reason of the heavy importations made 
in anticipation of an advance in duties, 
which does not now seem likely to oc- 
cur this year. 

While the manufacturers of zincs 
have felt the deficient domestic de- 
mand as plainly as have the makers 
of other articles in this line, they have 
been relieved somewhat by a very good 
export trade, and are probably not 
overstocked to the same comparative 
extent as the latter. The white lead 


manufacturers have had much reason | 


to complain, though their complaint at 
present refers more to the backward- 
ness of collections than to the mere 
lack of demand. It is notable that in 
spite of the dullness, there have been 
very few breaks in prices, the one most 
directly traceable to the condition of 
trade being a decline in the price of 
paris green, which is reported this 
week. This article was advanced some 
weeks ago on a rise in arsenic, and 
while the latter is unchanged, the fact 
that dealers in the green had con- 
tracted for more of a supply than the 
demands upon them have since seemed 
to warrant their taking, has had at 
least a temporary depressing effect on 
values in first hands. But the general 
steadiness of prices may be attributed 
to the confidence felt by manufactur- 
ers in their own position, and the well- 
understood fact that the stocks of all 
paints, as well as the paint oils, are 
small throughout the country. Should 
the current month be at all favorable 
in the matter of weather the demands 
upon dealers will necessitate a very 
prompt replenishing of their stocks, 
and even the ordinary requirements 
for the inside work common to April 
and May will have to be provided for, 
more largely than usual, from stocks 
now held by the makers. It may be 
said, therefore, that while the present 
condition of the trade is not satisfac- 
tory, the outlook is by no means un- 
promising.

THE MARKET FOR FERTILIZERS. 

On March 31 the period expired within 
whigh the agents for the various Ger- 
man potash salts were authorized to 
enter contracts for future deliveries, in 
accordance with the terms of their cir- 
cular of February 8, and on the first in- 
stant the customary advance in prices 
went into effect. This advance amounts 
to three cents per one hundred pounds 
on muriate and sulphate of potash, two 
cents on double manure salt, and twen- 
ty-five cents per ton on kainit, and ap- 
plies to all business not covered by con- 
tracts made prior to April 1. 

The final returns, as compiled by the 
agents on Wednesday last, indicate 
that the sales this year have exceeded 
the record for 1895 by a handsome mar- 
gin, the increase being fully fifteen per 
cent. on concentrated salts, and 
about twenty-five per cent. on bulk 
goods, which is a source of con- 
siderable gratification to the trade, 
as it implies improved conditions 
among agriculturists, and leads to 
the hope that the depression from which 
the general fertilizer business has been 
suffering is now in a fair way to be dis- 
sipated. Reports from the South espe- 
cially are encouraging, and indicate that 
the enhanced prices which the planters 
realized on the last crop of cotton will 
enable them to invest with more than 
ordinary liberality in supplies of fer- 
tilizing materials for the season now at 
hand. The consumption of potash salts 
as well as ammoniates should, therefore, 
become rather active in the near fu- 
ture. In reference to ammoniates, the 
demand up to this time has been some- 
what backward, and has not kept pace 
with the inquiry for potash salts, and 
this is the only existing feature in the 
market that is really disappointing. As 
supplies of ammoniating materials are 
light, in comparison with stocks during 
former years, it is believed that prices 
will rule steady all along the line, par- 
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ticularly if the inquiry should revive to 
the extent that now seems probable. 
So far as the importers of potash salts 
are concerned, their principal work 
ended with the closing of the contract- 
ing period, and it now only remains for 
them to deliver the goods pursuant to 
the agreements made. The manufac- 
turers, on the other hand, are at pres- 
ent entering upon their most active du- 
ties, and have already commenced the 


| distribution of the finished products to 


the cultivators of the soil, or to the 
dealers, as the case may be. Though 
the heaviest sales were made to the 
South, it is worthy of mention that an 
increased number of orders emanated 
from the West, while from some sec- 
tions of the North and East, where 
large stocks were carried over from last 
season, and from which very little in 
the way of new business was looked 
for this year, a very satisfactory de- 
mand for potash salts is reported.

A DELAYED MENHADEN SEASON. 

The fact that up to this time the men- 
haden fleet has not even made prelim- 
inary preparations for the approaching 
season's work is generally construed as 
indicating an intention to delay their 
start until a very late period. Those 
who are most familiar with the situa- 
tion express the belief that the fishing 
season will not be regularly inaugurated 
this year much earlier than the Ist of 
July, which will certainly be an un- 
usual, if not an unprecedented, ouur- 
rence. On this point, however, a dei- 
inite announcement may be expected 
within the next ten days, as a meeting 
of the fishing interests will be held in 
this city on the ldth instant, at which 
the subject will receive full discussion 
and a line of action will be agreed upon. 
As the matter is one of considerable mo- 
ment to the menhaden industry, it is 
probable that the meeting will be large- 
ly attended There is very little reason 
to doubt that those who may take part 
in the proposed deliberations will come 
with a decided preference for a late 
start. Their presence at the confer- 
ence will perhaps signify no more than 
the desire to emphasize the necessity 
for delay in the premises, and to ratify 
a sort of tacit understanding which has, 
of late, spontaneously sprung up in fish- 
ing circles. 

The principal causes for the contem- 
plated late commencement of operations 
are to be found in the dull condition of 
the menhaden oil business, the ques- 
tionable outlook along that line, and 
the large supplies of oil that are now 
available. It is true that the holdings 
by first hands amount to _ practically 
nothing, as the unsold balance of last 
year’s crop passed out of their posses- 
sion several months ago. This stock was 
taken up by manufacturers and jobbers, 
who doubtless felt confident of their 
ability to find an outlet for it, but it is 
evident that, up to this time, compara- 
tively little of it has been moved. For- 
tunately for the stability of the mar- 
ket, these supplies have been under the 
control of financially strong concerns. 

Under these circumstances the fisher- 
men clearly perceive the disadvantages 
that would result from making addi- 
tions to existing stocks of oil. More- 
over, they have on hand a large quan- 
tity of fish scrap, for which there is 
at present virtually no demand, and this 
is another incentive for them to delay 
operations. The general sentiment 
seems to be that a policy of procras- 
tination will enable holders to ma- 
terially reduce their supplies of oil and 
scrap, and thus leave the way some- 
what clear for the new production.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


Bids are solicited to supply 20,000 
gallons, 150 deg., water-white oil, in 
barrels to the Lighthouse Department 
at Cincinnati. Bids will be opened 
April 11. 

The costliness of wooden petroleum 
barrels, which has increased consider- 
ably of late years in Austria-Hungary, 
has induced Budapest capitalists to 
erect large works for the manufacture 
of iron barrels, welded by electricity 
after the latest process. 


The Aiken & Co. well on the Earnest 
farm, near Coffey crossing, between 
Washington and Taylorstown, is caus- 
ing quite a flurry. The well is holding 
up at better than 300 barrels a day, and 
the demand for leases in that locality is 
greater than the amount of available 
territory. 

The Wheeling Gas Company has paid 
a bonus of $3,000 for a lease on the Wil- 
son farm of 63 acres. The same com- 
pany, it is said, has put down a good 
bonus for the Coffey farm. The People’s 
Heat and Light Company has secured 
a lease of ten acres of the McGovern 
farm, for which it paid $1,000. 

The Big Flint pool in Doddridge 
County got an extension in an unlooked- 
for quarter when the Shaw & McMul- 
len No. 2 Smith was drilled in and 
showed for 100 barrels a day. It was 
the general opinion that Murphy, Jen- 
nings & Co. had reached the limit to the 
Northwest when their No. 38 Hardman 
came in a duster. 

The Wildcat on the Mills tract, near 
Pine Grove, Wetzel County, was put to 
pumping, and is a 10d-barrel producer. 
itis a small well, it is true, but jit shows 
the existence ot oil in that locality, and 
additional prospecting may develop a 
new pool, A second well on the same 
tract was driiled in and resulted in a 
big grasser at 15 feet in the Big Injun. 


At the annual meeting of the Petrolea 
(Canada) Oil Exchange, held April 24, 
the following gentlemen were elected 
officers for 1806: C. Jenkins, president; 
J. D. Noble, chairman; W. K. Gibson, 
John Walker, Thomas McKitrick, R. D. 
Noble and O, Simmons, Board of Man- 
agers. Mr. Simmons was elected secre- 
tary, and the appointment of a treas- 
urer was laid over. 

A rather sensational report has been 
telegraphed from Paris to the daily pa- 
pers here to the effect that a syndicate 
of petroleum refiners had been formed 
and that they had full control, having 
already raised the price to 60 cents per 
gallon. As there are many refineries in 
france and there being sharp competi- 
tion between them, the story is untrue, 
with very slight foundation on which 
it was constructed. 


Cramer, Vensee & Co. drilled in a 
well in the Cecil pool early in the week, 
which started off at 50 bbls. per hour. 
The other wells due in that part of the 
field have been hung up by the sheriff 
of Washington County serving injunc- 
tion papers on the owners, issued at the 
instance of the Ohio and Pennsylvania 
going into court and asking for a pre- 
liminary restraining order to prevent 
them from drilling through the coal 
mines. The coal company leased the 
coal right of the Robert Chambers farm 
in 1890, and a clause was inserted stip- 
ulating that no more than three wells 
should be drilled on the property. Since 
then Chambers has sold a number of 
lots and did not insert a clause pro- 
hibiting the owners from leasing for 
drilling purposes. The coal mine men 
set up the plea that drilling through 
their mines endangers the lives of the 
miners and destruction of their prop- 
erty from escaping gas. The Supreme 
Court has held that leasing the coal 
right is not a bar to drilling for oil in 
the same property if the proper precau- 
tions have been taken in putting in the 
casing so as to prevent the escape of 
gas. 
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South of Willow Grove, the Forest Oil 
Company’s well, on the Walker farm, 
has dropped to eight barrels an hour 
and will soon get into the 100-barrels-a- 
day class. 


Between Washington and Taylors- 
town, at Coffey station, on the line of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, Aiken 
& Co. made a profitable strike in the 
fourth sand on the Ernst farm, The 
well started at 15 barrels an hour when 
drilled into the pay, and is proving quite 
a good stayer. It shows a western ex- 
tension to the old Haggerty develop- 
ment and will be the incentive for start- 
ing some new work. 

No other field in the lower Southwest 
is so full of interest at this time as the 
Indian Creek pool. As a factor in fur- 
nishing new production it is the most 
threatening development in any part of 
the Southwest. The four producing 
wells have an aggregate daily produc- 
tion of 1,675 barrels, and the new wells 
in close proximity to the producing 
wells can be relied on to increase the 
production still further. 


The experiment of towing a barge 
laden with oil across the Atlantic Ocean 
is to be tried this Spring. It is an- 
nounced that the attempt will be made 
early next month to tow the steel barge 
No. 58 from either this port or Phila- 
delphia to Liverpool. The barge is 250 
feet long and about 40 feet beam, draw- 
ing 164% feet of water, and is schooner 
rigged, with four masts. She is fitted 
with twelve tanks, each of which will 
hold about 1,250 barrels. It is expected 
the barge will be towed by the bulk 
steamer Lackawanna, which has a ca- 
pacity of 1,800,000 gallons. 


The Standard Oil Company has leased 
the property of the Rugby Colony, in the 
mountains of East Tennessee. This is 
the colony that was founded by the late 
Thomas Hugnes, who was best known 
as the author of “Tom Brown at Rug- 
by.” The colony was an agricultural 
enterprise for Englishmen, and was a 
failure. The land comprises probably 
about 27,000 acres. There is a notion 
that the oil belt found in Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia extends through the 
Rugby tract. A small oil well was found 
on the land a short time ago. The 
Standard Company is putting down 
wells, and if it does not find oil it will 
give up the land. If it finds oil it will 
pay as rental one-eighth of the oil it 
gets out of the ground, the customary 
payment under an oil lease. 
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Orestes Cleveland, 


Orestes Cleveland, formerly president 
of the Dixon Crucible Works, and for 
several terms Mayor of Jersey City, 
died at Norwich, Vt., on Monday last. 
Mr Cleveland had been ailing for some 
weeks, and had gone to Norwich to 
visit relatives, hoping the change would 
benefit him. He began to fail percep- 
tibly on Sunday, however, and the 
members of his family were imme- 
diately telegraphed for, but only one 
son arrived in time to be at his death- 
bed. Mr. Cleveland was born at 
Duanesburg, N. Y., a Quaker settle- 
ment, on March 2, 1829. After receiv- 
ing the rudiments of an education in 
the village school, he came to New 
York and secured employment with 
William Miller, an importer of silver- 
ware and fancy goods in Maiden lane. 
He remained with the concern fifteen 
years and was a partner when he re- 
tired. In 1850 Mr. Cleveland took up 
his residence in Jersey City, and be- 
came acquainted with Joseph Dixon, 
founder of the Dixon Crucible Works. 
A warm friendship sprung up between 
them, notwithstanding the discrepancy 
in their ages, and on Novy. 28, 1853, Mr. 
Cleveland married Mr. Dixon’s daugh- 
ter, Jane H. She and three sons and a 
daughter survive him. The Joseph 
Dixon Crucible Company was organized 
on March.11, 1868, with Mr. Cleveland 
as president. The business was exceed- 
ingly prosperous, and the stockholders 
accumulated large wealth. In 1881 the 
concern became involved with Fowler 
& Crampton, and the disastrous failure 
of both concerns will be recalled by 
the members of the trade who were 
then in business. The Dixon Com- 
pany, however, by being promptly 
thrown into the hands of a receiver, 
was able to avert the complete disrup- 
tion of its business, and afterward to 
recover its position as a profitable en- 
terprise. Mr. Cleveland and his wife 
were understood to have turned over 
all of their property to the receiver of 
the company to offset his personal in- 
debtedness, and from that time for- 
ward he was not active in the manage- 
ment of its affairs. 
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Soon after taking up his residence in 
Jersey City he became interested in 
politics, and for forty years was active 
in local, State and national affairs as 
a stanch Democrat. 

His first political office was that ot 
Alderman, to which he was elected in 
1861. The following year he was made 
president of the Board. In 1864 he was 
elected Mayor and served three succes- 


sive terms. He was elected to Con- 
gress in 1868. The Congress district 
then comprised Hudson County and 


He was an active member 
himself conspicuous in the 
Some of his best efforts were 
his speeches on naturalization, the 
patent laws, the income tax, which he 
vigorously opposed, and the revival of 
American tonnage. He was a ready, 
fluent and forcible speaker, and always 
commanded attention when he rose to 
speak. Mr. Cleveland introduced the 
resolution in Congress which paved the 
way for the Centennial Exposition in 
Philadelphia in 1876. He was First 
Vice-President of the Centennial Com- 
mission and one of its leading spirits. 
Mr. Cleveland was a delegate to the 
National Convention which nominated 
Samuel J. Tilden, and a member of the 
National Committee during that cam- 
paign. He was president of the Board 
of Managers of the American Institute 
for many years, and became president 
of the institute after the death of Hor- 
ace Greeley. He possessed a vast fund 
of information and was a recognized 
authority on trade-marks. In ISS6 he 
was elected Mayor of Jersey City again, 
and served three successive terms. 
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Richard J. Thompson, 

Richaid J. Thompsom, a pioneer in the 
mineral lubricating oil business and for 
many years prominently identified with 
its iuterests, died at his residence, No. 32 
East Sixty seveth street, this city, on 
March 26th. Mr. Thompson was a native 
of Monroe, Mich., where he was born 
fifty-seven years ago. He came 
to New York and entered the oil business 
about 1870, with the firm of William H. 
Boyd & Co., their principal trade being 
in West Virginia lubricating oils. Later 
the style of the firm was changed to 
Boyd & Thompson and _ subsequently 
to R. J. Thompson & Co., the junior 
partners being I. V. Boyd and E. T. 
Bedford. Afterwards the business was 
reorganized under the name of Thompson 
& Bedford, which in turn was inco- 
porated as the Thompson & Bedford 
Compary, limited, in which the old 
Standard Oil Trust acquired an interest. 
On the dissolution of the trust the busi- 
ness of Thompson & Bedford Company 
was merged in and became a department 
of the present Standard Oil Company, at 
which juncture Mr. Thompson retired 
permanently from the house. His death 
resulted from a lingering illness. He 
leaves a widow, two sons and one daugh- 
ter. No man connected with the mineral 
oil trade was more thoroughly conversant 
with every feature of the business than 
was Mr. Thompson. He had literally 
grown up with the industry and had been 
identified with its development from al- 
most its very beginning. Personally 
Mr. Thompson was a man _ who 
attracted many friends and retained them. 
His reputation as a merchant was always of 
the highest character and was rewarded by 
the unbounded respect of his business 
associates and by a deservedly conspicu- 
ous measure of success, His retirement 
from business some years ago was the 
occasion of many expressions of regret by 


those who had been connected with 
him, and the announcement of 
his death will convey to them 


a sense of _ personal loss. We 
had hoped to print in this issue a portrait 
of Mr. Thompson, but were prevented by 
the non-receipt of the engraving in time 
to permit of its being included. 





George Watson, Jr. 


Mr. George Watson, Jr., formerly of 
the firm of Brantigam & Watson, and 
later of Sumner, Watson & Co., and 
Watson & Co., died suddenly at his 
residence in Brooklyn on Wednesday 
last. Mr. Watson had not been in ro- 
bust health for some months, but his 
death was caused by a fall resulting 
from a sudden attack of vertigo. He 
was 52 years of age and had been long 
connected with the trade in paper- 
makers’ supplies. His acquaintance 
among the chemical trade at large 
was also extensive, and he was highly 
regarded for his integrity and business 
abilities, no less than for his genial 
personality. 
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(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 
New Phases of the Free Alcohol 


Contention. 


Washington, April 3, 1896. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has 
finally decided that he will unite with 
the free alcohol claimants in asking the 
Attorney-General to hasten the trial of 
the test cases. This statement is based 
upon the formal action taken by the 
officials of the Treasury Department 
within the past week, and communi- 
cated by the Solicitor of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau to the correspondent of 
the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter. The 
action taken by the Department is thus 
described by Judge Hough, who, as the 
solicitor of the bureau, has been en- 
gaged for several months in prepar- 
ing data for the use of the Attorney- 
General in the trial of the test cases: 

“The Secretary of the Treasury, the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue and 
myself have had a conference, at which 
we have considered the question of 
the early trial of the test cases, and we 
fail to see any reason which now exists 
why the final decision of the court 
should not be expedited as much ag pos- 
sible. It is clear to us that very large 
business interests are involved, not so 
much in the campaign to secure free al- 
cohol as in ascertaining whether al- 
cohol used in the arts and sciences is 


to be free or not. Many important 
questions involving contracts, price 
lists, rebates, etc., are at stake, and 


there is a very general unsettled con- 
dition in the trades employing alcohol; 
this we desire to remedy as soon as 
possible, and with a view to adjusting 
the difficulties in the way Il have had 
a conference with Assistant Attorney- 
General Dodge, and have explained to 
him the attitude of the Department. 
I shall have another conference with 
him in a few days, when it is probable 
that something definite will be deter- 
mined as to the hearing of the test 
cages, in which testimony has already 
been taken. 

“The question has been raised,’ con- 
tinued Judge Hough, ‘as to whether 
the consumer would receive any benefit 
from the execution of the law making 
alcohol free of tax, but, to my mind, 
that question is not one to be consid- 
ered in this connection. The issue to be 
determined is whether alcohol used in 
the arts and sciences is to be free of 
tax or not, and all other questions are 
outside the main issue.” 

When seen by the Reporter's cor- 
respondent, Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral Dodge was decidedly reticent. He 
admitted that he had seen Judge 
Hough, but when asked as to _ the 
probable date of the trial of the first 
test case, he only smiled and replied: 
“You must not ask me to venture into 
the realm of prophecy.” 

From other sources, however, full 
confirmation is received of the entire 
change of front on the part of Treasury 
officials, and it is now clear that from 
this time forth the Attorney-General 
must shoulder all responsibility for fur- 
ther delay in bringing these important 
issues before the Court of Claims. 

While the skies are brightening for 
the free alcohol claimants in the De- 
partment of Justice and Treasury the 
situation in Congress is equally encour- 
aging. The Ways and Means Commit- 
tee not only shows no sign of an in- 
tention to report the repeal bill at an 
early date, but a strong counter-move- 
ment is on foot in the committee, 
headed by Mr. Russell of Connecticut 
and supported by the potent influence 
of the Senate, which is being exerted 
diplomatically but forcibly, to prevent 
the early passage of the Stone bill. 

Mr. Russell, with a view to furnish- 
ing the friends of free alcohol with a 
basis for their contention against re- 
peal, has formulated a bill which he 
will urge as a substitute for the repeal 
bill. It is not designed as a compre- 
hensive measure, but is put forward 
simply with a view to covering certain 
industries and with the expectation that 
the friends of free alcohol in Congress 
will add other provisions to it before 
passing it in either house. The text 
of the bill is as follows: 

“A BILL 

“To repeal section 61 of the act to 
reduce taxation, to provide revenue for 
the Government and for other purposes, 
which became a law on the 26th of 
August, 1894, and for other purposes. 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States in Congress assembled, that sec- 
tion 61 of the act to reduce taxation, 
to provide revenue for the Government 
and for other purposes which became 
a law on the 28th of August, 1894, be, 
oand is hereby, repealed. 





“Sec. 2.—From and after the passage 
of this act, eith2r grain, alcohol or 
methylated spirits, or both, at the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may be withdrawn from bond and 
used without payment of the internal 
revenue tax thereon in any manufac- 
turing processes wherein said grain al- 
cohol and methylated spirits are en- 
tirely consumed or destroyed upon the 
premises of the manufacturer so that 
they become no part of the salable 
product, and cannot be recovered there- 
from. 

“See. 3.—The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is hereby directed to appoint such 
officers and agents as may be neces- 
sary to supervise and inspect such use 
of grain alcohol and methylated spirits 
without payment of internal revenue 
taxes, and to make such regulations as 
he may deem necessary to provide for 
and control the use of grain alcohol 
and methylated spirits in manufactur- 
ing processes, as provided in section 2, 
which regulations shall provide for and 
include the reimbursement by persons 
so using grain alcohol or methylated 
spirits or all expenses incurred by the 
Government in such supervision and 
control in manner and form as the 
Secretary may determine.” 

In explanation of the provisions of 
this measure, Mr. Russell said to the 
Reporter’s correspondent to-day: 

“T recognize fully that my bill does 
not cover the grounds as embraced in 
all the industries that might properly 
use alcohol free of tax. I have pro- 
vided, however, that tax may be re- 
bated, or rather, that alcohol may be 
withdrawn without payment of tax and 
used in a manner so that it shall not 
become a recoverable part of the sal- 
able product. This would permit the 
use of free alcohol in a large number 
of industries, and it is quite possible 
that the list of manufactures in which 
it might be used, under the terms of 
my bill, is really much larger than 
would seem to be the case. For exam- 
ple, it is a question as to what would 
be the status of varnishes under this 
bill. There can be no question as to 
the use of free alcohol in the manu- 
facture of such varnishes as are con- 
sumed on the premises. For example, 
manufacturers of shellac varnishes, 
lacquers, gildings, etc., who employ 
their product in the finishing of various 
kinds of goods, would undoubtedly be 
entitled to withdraw the spirits free of 
tax. In addition, it is by no means 
certain that alcohol, proably methy- 
lated, can be recovered from varnishes 
so as to be used for any other purpose, 
I do not think it possible that such 
recovery could be made on a commer- 
cial basis, owing to the destruction of 
the costly gums used in the manufac- 
ture of varnishes. 

“I do not attach too much importance 
to my bill, but have presented it rather 
as an entering wedge, and as the basis 
for the formulation of a more accept- 
able substitute than the Hoar bill, 
which has been criticised as opening 
the doors too widely.”’ 

It will be seen that Mr. Russell does 
not regard his bill as by any means 
complete, and it will be received not as 
a comprehensive measure, acceptable to 
the most important interests involved, 
but rather as a pledge that at least 
one influential member of the Ways and 
Means Committee is opposed to the six- 
teenth century policy which proposes to 
retrace the steps already taken in the 
effort to place this country on an equal 


' footing with the civilized nations of the 


world in a most important department 
of industry. 

The publication by the Reporter, of 
the fact that a halt has been ealled in 
the headlong rush of the sub-commit- 
tee to report the repeal bill has resulted 
in bringing to Chairman Dingley a 
number of urgent statements from the 
leading manufacturers of the country, 
asking that the full committee examine 
into the question carefully and co-oper- 
ate in the effort to secure free alcohol. 
Among these communications is an in- 
teresting and urgent letter from John 
Wyeth & Bro., the well-known manu- 
facturing chemists of Philadelphia, who 
say: 

“In our various processes as manu- 
facturers of chemical and medicinal 
preparations, we use very largely of 
alcohol, and appeal to you in the hope 
that we may enlist your decided and 
active interest and co-operation in 
urging the enforcement of section 61 of 
the tariff act of Aug. 28, 1894, which, 
we need not remind you, is existing 
law on the statute books. As you will 
appreciate, it is a matter of great mo- 
ment to ourselves and other manu- 
facturers making legitimate use of al- 
cohol in the processes that accrued 
claims be admitted and alcohol taxes 
paid refunded. We ‘bag to submit that 
if the law were enforced, the ad-

be exaggerated or overestimated, as 
here in the past the manufacture of 
chemical and medicinal preparations 
has been, and is now, carried on on a 
more extensive scale than in any other 
section of the United States, and with 
the advantages of free alcohol it would 
be at once possible for manufacturers 
to extend their business and place them 


in a position to successfully compete 
with foreign manufacturers, particu- 
larly German, English and_ French, 


who, owing to the advantage they have 
in respect to the exception made in the 
cost of alcohol, have deprived American 
manufacturers of medicinal prepara- 
tions in which alcohol is required of 
almost the entire trade in the coun- 
tries named. 

“We have no hesitation in stating 
that with a law giving us free alc nh 
we could within a year supp'ant tise 
products of the German, English and 
French houses, owing to the fact that 
we are really in advance of them in the 
preparation of products named, coupled 
with the greater energy and enterprise 
characterizing our people, and could 
command the trade of these countries 
almost exclusively. 

“The position taken by the Honorable 
Secretary of the Treasury for the non 
enforcement of the law—that adequate 
provision had not been made to enable 
him to make it operative—we feel is 
searcely tenable, as the application of 
ordinary safeguards that could be sug- 
gested and carried out with but mini- 
mum trouble, and without involving 
great expense, would, we believe, have 
insured all that would be required for 
the ample protection of the Govern- 
ment, and would have accorded to 
manufacturers the equity and rights to 
which they are so justly entitled, un- 
der section 61 of the tariff act of Au- 
gust, 1894, and we submit that tne 
Treasury Department, in the enforce- 
ment of the law relative to the income 
tax, was confronted with complications 
and difficulties quite as great, if not 
greater, than those which would have 
rendered operative the law relating to 
free alcohol. 

“It certainly seems to us most unfair 
that we, in common with other manu- 
facturers, since August, 184, have been 
subjected to so much doubt and uncer- 
tainty, and consequent loss of business, 
through failure to enforce the law on 
the statute books, or that it should be- 
come necessary to resort to the Depart- 
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|} ment of Justice or 
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the Court of Claims, 
established for the adjudication of 
claims against the Government, with a 
view to obtaining a judgment against 
the Government, in recognition and sat- 
isfaction of our rights under the law, 
which must be the alternative if the 
Honorable Secretary maintains his 
present position.”’ 

The well-worn argument that the re- 
tai] druggists could not profit by the 
enforcement of section 61, and that, 
therefore, the consumer would not de- 
rive any benefit from the reduced cost 
of alcohol, is emphatically controverted 
in a letter from Albert C, Courter of 
Newark, N. J., dealer in oils, chemicals, 
drugs, paints, etc. This communication 
was addressed to the Congressman rep- 
resenting the Newark district, and has 
een referred by him to the Ways and 
Means Committee. Mr. Courter says: 

“T take the liberty of writing to you 
in reference to the question of free al- 
cohol used in the arts, as it may affect 
retail druggists. It is plain that there 
is an effort to strike at the large manu- 
facturers, who consume alcohol in large 
quantities in the arts. Any retail drug- 
gist who wishes to get a rebate on his 
aleohol used in manufacturing can do 
so by simply buying one barrel of alco- 
hol and keeping an acccount of what 
he uses out of the same. It is the 
method that I pursue in my business, 
and | am what would be termed a 
‘small manufacturer,’ using less than 
one barrel of alcohol per month fo: 
manufacturing, namely, making shel- 
lac varnish and lacquer. Alcohol costs 
less than twenty-five cents per galion 
to-day, exclusive of tax, and if it was 
free, as per Wilson bill, we could retail 
it for forty cents per gallon.’ 

A significant feature of the communi- 
cations now being received by the com- 
mittee since the fact was published that 
the repeal] bill is not to be reported im- 
mediately, is found in the large number 
of representatives of the _ industrial 
trades who are fighting for untaxed 
alcohol for use in their various lines of 
manufacturing. One of the arguments 
very generally and_ recklessly 
against free alcohol has been the state- 
ment that the only persons really inter- 
ested were the patent medicine men. 
This absurd declaration has been com- 
pletely controverted by the evidence the

Some Views on Reciprocity. 


Answering the inquiry circular sent 
out by the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of Congress concerning the benefits 
to American manufacturers of a re- 
enactment of the reciprocity clause of 
the McKinley bill, Seabury & Johnson, 
manufacturers of surgical and anti- 
septic specialties, New York, through 
their president, George J. Seabury, state 
that they have spent more than $250,- 
000 to acquire a foreign trade during 
the past twenty years. The protective 
tariffs adopted by some of the foreign 
countries are more or less discriminat- 
ing, the French. law being absolutely 
proscriptive on their line of goods. Only 
recently were these products allowed 
to enter at French ports under special 
enactment of the French Academy 
board upon the inability of their own 
people to produce similar goods. The 
Russians are also “proscriptive  pro- 
tectionists,” and reciprocity with these 
countries on an equitable basis of ex- 
change is the only remedy. In many 
foreign countries medicinal] articles are 
usually submitted to an academy of 
medicine, which must indorse the prep- 
arations before they will be permitted 
to enter the ccuntry. The removal or 
reduction of the customs duties imposed 
by foreign nations would aid in the ex- 
tension of the trade of this concern 
“about $250,000" As compared with 
six years ago, domestic trade has been 
reduced in volume because veople are 
buying ‘from hand to mouth” by rea- 
son of the disastrous results of legisla- 
tion at the hands of inexperienced and 
impractical men. In the opinion of the 
writer, “the selling prices of goods at 
the present time have reached their 
minimum,” Competition has been so 
intense that while many manufacturers 
have done a fair business, profits have 
been very mech diminished. The ad 
vantages enjoyed by foreign manufac- 
turers consist chiefly in low wages, long 
hours and cheaper transportation 
charges, the latter being due to the 
“runs being so much shorter.” Never- 
theless, “we can compete with foreign 
manufacturers in our line on almost 
equal terms, on account of ingenious 
machinery and new processes, provided 
they will make the same quality of 
goods.” The writer believes, in the 
main, that reciprocity treaties are ad- 
vantageous, but thinks they must be at- 
tended by a building up of the merchant 
marine service and better banking fa- 
cilities between this and other countries 
Incidentally, he also advocates a tariff 
commission, a secretary of commerce 
the subsidizing of transportation lines, 
and the employment of our consular ser- 
vice to study “commercial opportuni- 
ties for our people, and suggest to the 
State Department the best way to ob- 
tain the trade at their respective coun- 
tries or ports.” 

Among the answers received by the 
House Ways and Means Committee to 
its circular on reciprocity was the fol- 
lowing from the Standard Oil Company: 

“Our chief competition abroad is with 
Russian oil. This oil, though not pro- 
ducing so large a percentage of refined 
oil, nor making so good an illuminant 
as American oil, is nevertheless pro- 
duced in such large quantities (a sin- 
gle well sometimes producing daily as 
much as our whole daily production) 
and at so low a cost that the refined 
product can be put on the markets of 
the world at a much lower cost than 
American oil to-day. Pennsylvania 
crude is selling at $1.34 per barrel, and 
Russian crude at 301-3 cents per bar- 
rel. In addition to this the proximity 
of Russia to- European consumers, as 
well as to great markets of the East 
(India, Java, China and Japan), en- 
ables them to secure transportation at 
a much lower cost than from the United 
States. Now, whether reciprocity 
would aid us in more thoroughly com- 
peting with this product it is not easy 
to answer. We are not aware that rec- 
iprocity has materially affected the con- 
sumption of America one way or an- 
other. There are some countries where 
because of the ‘most favored nations’ 
clause, we could receive no benefit, as 
the countries having the clause would 
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be put on the same basis as America. 


The general increased use of refined 
petroleum as an illuminant has enabled 
us largely to increase our export busi- 
ness as a whole during the period re- 
ferred to in your circular, but in the 
same time our trade with the countries 
in the far East, to which we have re- 
ferred, has been materially reduced by 
Russian competition. We may note 
that while the average price of crude 
oil in 1895 was much higher than in 
1889, yet the average price of refined 
oil was about the same in both years, 
showing that the consumer has had the 
benefit of the economies. 


“In treating the question it must be 
kept in mind that many countries im- 
pose a large duty on petroleum as a 
mere matter of revenue, which would 
not be helped by reciprocity, though a 
reduction of duty would undoubtedly 
stimulate competition. In conclusion 
we would s9y that we have used all 
efforts to extend the export business, 
reducing cost, opening direct communi- 
eation with foreign markets, and in 
all ways aim@tng to increase the general 
consumption of petroleum and its prod- 
ucts.”

Copyright for Labels and Show 
Cards. 


Washington, April 3, 1896. 

A bill of special importance to the oil, 
paint and drug trade has been intro- 
duced in the House by Representative 
Bennett of New York, which provides 
in part as follows: 

“That designs, engravings, cuts and 
prints intended to be used as labels or 
show cards for articles of manufac- 
ture and photographs of articles of 
manufacture shall be entered under the 
copyright law in the Patent Office, and 
the Commissioner of Patents is hereby 
charged with the entry of such designs, 
engravings, cuts, prints and articles of 
manufacture as copyrights, and that 
there shall be paid for reporting any 
such design, engraving, cut, print or 
photograph of any article of manufac- 
ture the sum of six dollars, which shall 
cover the expense of furnishing a copy 
of the record under the seal of the Com- 
missioner of Patents to the party enter- 
ing the same. 

“That the Commissioner of Patents 
shall publish in the official Gazette of 
the Patent Office a list of all such de- 
signs, engravings, cuts, prints and arti- 
cles of manufacture so registered and 
copyrighted. 

“That the presence of any trade- 
mark on any such design, engraving, 
cut, print or photograph, or its absence 
therefrom, shall not affect the right to 
such registration.” 

This bill is being urged by a number 
of Congressmen representing constitu 
ents engaged in the manufacture of 
drugs, pharmaceutical 
proprietary articles and the like. Con- 
gressman Corliss of Detroit, who is 
especially active, explains the purpose 
of the bill as follows: 

“At present there is practically no pro 
tection to the manufacturer in the mat- 
ter of his labels and packages. You 
ean, it is true, obtain a patent on the 
preparation which will, during: the time 
of the patent, also guard the name of 
the preparation. Thus lactopeptine, as 
a compound, may be patented for 
seventeen years, and for seventeen 
years the word lactopeptine will be 
protected by the patent, but at the ex- 
piration of the seventeen years both the 
compound and the name become pub- 
lie property. 

“You can register as a trade-mark a 
name like lactopeptine if you choose, 
but, according to a recent decision, this 
record will afford you no legal protec- 
tion, in that it has been adjudged that 
no one can own or control the 
actual name of an article, whether 
the alleged proprietor coined the 
name or not. Everything is en- 
titled to a name, and if the article is 
known only by that name the name be- 
comes public property. To get around 
this they take a name of an article and 
surround it with some device which 
will come under the true scope of the 
trade-mark law. Thus, they might take 
the word lactopeptine, surround it with 
a ring with a vine twining around it. 
That would be a valid trade-mark as a 
whole, but the word itself would not 
stand. 

“The copyright law protects in the 
matter of books, pictures, photographs 
and the like, but will not protect drug 
manufacturers labels. The proposed 
law makes it possible for the manufac- 
turer to copyright his labels and thus 
obtain a protection which is bona fide 
and just, for by this means he will not 
attempt to control the name of an arti- 
cle, which is illegal, but he will control

“Reputable manufacturers favor the 
legitimate application of the trade- 
mark, that is, the protection of a man’s 
name and labels. They object to 
counterfeits of all sorts. They also ob- 
ject to the illegal attempt to lock up 
the names of articles in medicine, 
thus rendering our materia medica a 
proprietary list. This bill is generally 
desired by the trade and should pass.”’

Bill to Extend Freight Liens. 


A bill extending freight liens upon 
goods in transit has been ordered fa- 
vorably reported by the Committee on 
Ways and Means. The report will be 
made by Representative Payne, but the 
bill has the indorsement of Treasury 
officials and is not expected to encoun- 
ter any opposition. The Government 
has for some years recognized freight 
liens upon goods at their destination, 
but steamship companies have been un- 
able to assert a lien upon goods deliv- 
ered by them to inland carriers for an 
interior port. 

The necessity for an amendment of 
the law has been recognized, and a bill 
on the subject was introduced early 
last month by Gen. Bingham of Penn- 
sylvania, after consultation with the 
Treasury Officials. The text of the bill 
as reported amends section 2981 of the 
Revised Statutes so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

“That whenever the collector of the 
port of entry of the vessel or other 
proper officer of the customs shall be 
duly notified in writing of the ex- 
pense of a lien for freight charges or 
contribution in general average upon 
imported goods, wares or merchandise 
in his custody, he shall, before deliver- 
ing such goods, wares or merchandise 
to the importer, owner or consignee 
thereof, or to any vessel or vehicle, for 
consumption, transportation or ex 
portation, give seasonable notice to the 
party or parties claiming the lien, and 
the possession by the officers of cus 
toms shall not effect the discharge of 
such lien, under such regulations as the 
Secretary of the Treasury may pre- 
scribe, and such officer shall refuse the 
delivery of such merchandise from any 
public or bonded warehouse or othet 
place in which the same shall be de- 
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posited until proof to his satisfaction 
shall be produced that the freight 
charges, or contribution in general 
average thereon, has been paid or se- 
cured; but the rights of the United 
States shall not be prejudiced thereby, 
nor shall the United States or its of- 
ficers in any manner liable for 
losses consequent upon such refusal to 
deliver. 

“If merchandise so subject to a lien, 
regarding which notice has been filed, 
shail be forfeited to the United States 
and sold, the freight charge or contri- 
bution in general average due thereon 
shall be paid from the proceeds of 
such sale in the same manner as other 
charges and expenses authorized by 
law to be paid therefrom are paid.”

‘he report stated that tne profit on 
the working of the twelve months end- 
ed on JSlst December amounted to 
L247,255 12s. Td., and added to this 
there was a balance of £26,775 17s, 2d. 
brought forward from 1804, making a 
total of £274,054 Ys Vd. Out of this it 
Was proposed to pay two half-yearly 
dividends on the preference shares of 
7s. per share, which would absorb £191,- 
lio Zs. 2d., and a dividend on the or- 
dinary shares of Zs. per share for fhe 
year, amounting to £27,960 15s. 7d.; 
p:acing to the reserve fund (making the 
tulal reserve £66,825 Ss.

years, 1898-9 and 1900, to which re- 
quest, up to the present, we have had 
no reply. In his address to the share- 
holders on the 27th of February last 
the chairman of the Salt Union is re- 
ported to have said that they had 
“been ready to make contracts with 
the Alkali Union at what they consid- 
ered most moderate rates;”’ and in an- 
swering a question put by a sharehold- 
er he further stated, ‘“‘We have at- 
tempted to negotiate with the Alkali 
Union, but they have been utterly im- 
pervious to reason.” In justice to our- 
selves, therefore, I must explain that 
when we took over the various works 
from Our predecessorss, in 1890, we 
found ourselves saddled with contracts 
with the Salt Union extending over 
four years, and in some cases five 
years, at prices ranging trom 5S per 
cent. to 96 per cent. above the prices 
ruling for selt before the formation of 
the Salt Union. When, in 1892, we 
came to renew these contracts for the 
years 1895 to 1897, we were only able 
to obtain a slight reduction, notwith- 
standing the fact that we agreed to 
withdraw from competition with the 
Salt Union to a large extent at our 
works in the North. We have lately 
put forward proposals for an agree- 
ment over a period of years, at prices 
which are al of them higher, and in 
some cases as much as WW per cent. 
above, the values ruling before the Salt 
Union was formed, and on lines which 
included other conditions very favor- 
able to the Salt Union. It was only 
after most anxious and careful con- 
sideration, and with an earnest desire 
to remove all causes of friction between 
the two companies, that we decided to 
make the proposal I have named, in 
the hope that we should have been 
met in the same spirit, but our pro- 
posals were declined, a decision on the 
part of the Salt Union which might 
hardly have been anticipated in view 
of the statement of the chairman that 
they are making salt cheaper than it 
was ever made before. it is quite true 
that our consumption of salt has de- 
creased during the last five years, 
from various causes, mainly because 
we have so greatly improved our 
processes that we are able to manu- 
facture the same tonnage of chlorine 
products with a much smaller decom- 
position of salt. The chairman of the 
Salt Union speaks with great lightness 
and confidence about their going into 
tre chemical trade, and says: “We 
could start with the newest and most 
improved plant, and we should be free 
from the burden of any old-fashioned 
and disused chemical works.” Can he 
tell us what is the newest and most 
improved plant in the present transi- 
tion state of the trade? If he goes 
into the Leblanc branch, then he is per- 
petuating “old-fashioned” types of 
plant and processes. If he goes into 
electro-decomposition of salt, then he is, 
as this process stands at present, merely 
entering on experiments of uncertain 
and very costly character. Manufac- 
ture by the ammonia soda method, it is 
commonly reported, he cannot, and keep 
his engagements with the largest man- 
ufacturers by that process. He may 
start without “the burden of old-fash- 
ioned and disused chemical works,” but 
he will certainly end with the “burden” 
of many old and disused salt works.

Latest Tariff Decisions, 


Artists’ Colors. 


Acting Secretary Hamlin has promul- 
gated a decision of the United States 
Circuit Court in favor of the Govern- 
ment in the case of J. A, Norman vs. 
the United States, in which the mer- 
chandise involved consists of artists’ 
colors assessed at 25 per cent. ad va- 
lorem, under paragraph 61 of the act of 
October 1, 1890. The importers pro- 
tested, claiming that the merchandise 
was properly dutiable under the provis- 
ion of the paragraphs 50, 51,55 and 60 
of said act. Following the decision of 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, the Court affirmed the decision 
of the Board of General Appraisers, sus- 
taining the Collector’s classification. 

Ground Nutgalls. 

Acting Secretary Hamlin has made 
an important ruling with regard to the 
dutiable classification of ‘‘ground galls.” 
In a letter to a collector of customs he 
says: 

“The department is advised that it 
is the practice at your port to enter 
certain merchandise under the designa- 
tion of ‘ground galls,’ on which duty 
is assessed by you at the rate of ten 
per centum ad valorem, under the pro- 
visions of paragraph 16% of the act 
of August 28, 1894. It is represented 
that the merchandise in question is in 
fact tannic acid or tannin, especially 
provided for in paragraph 5 of the said 
act, at the rate of 60 cents per pound. 
In order that the question as to the 
dutiable classification of the merchan- 
dise may be tested before the Board 
of General Appraisers, you are in- 
structed to classify the same as tannic 
acid or tannin, dutiable under the pro- 
visions of section 5, above referred to.” 


Irish Moss. 


McKesson & Robbins imported Irish 
moss, or carragren. It was assessed 
for duty as sea moss at 10 per cent., 
paragraph 69, act of 1894. The impor- 
ters claimed free entry under various 
paragraphs. 

The Board of United States General 
Appraisers, in an opinion by Appraiser 
Wilkinson, March 31, overrules the pro- 
tests of the importers and finds the 
merchandise is commercially known as 
sea moss. The opinion says: “There 
is abundant evidence to show that Irish 
moss is the only moss known in trade 
as sea moss, and that it is the material 
used in making sea moss farina.”’ 


Remission of Penal Duties. 


The Attorney-General has rendered 
an important opinion with regard to 
the power of the Secretary of the 
Treasury to refund money paid into the 
Treasury in settlement of penal duties, 
and in which he holds that there is no 
authority for such repayment, 

In this connection the Treasury De- 
partment has prepared an interesting 
table showing the articles upon which 
remissicons of penal duties have been 
made within the calendar year just 
closed. The Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, in its report to the House, stated 
that it was the regular practice of the 
Department to remit penal duties, which

The Pennsylvania Commissioner, in 
his annual report, recommends three 
important changes in the law: First, 


to compel mutual fire companies to con 
fine themselves to insurance on tne 
purely mutual plan; second, to restrict 
the operations of mutual fire companies 
within reasonable territorial limits; 
third, to prohibit by the exact term of 
law the issuing of cash policies by mu- 
tual companies, limiting such policies 
to joint stock companies, which can be 
indisputably compelled to hold a proper 
reserve for the protection of such pol- 
icies. The law is not sufficiently potent 
to prevent individuals from placing in- 
surance in unlicensed companies.

shipper. The circulars were issued with 
great secrecy, for the reason that the 
roads are fearful that the fact that they 
found it necessary to issue circulars on 
such a subject might cause the officials 
| of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to think that they had been violating 
the law in the past by granting special 
rates to some favored shipper.

No Action on the New Jersey Pipe 
Line Bill. 


The New Jersey Legislature has ad- 
journed without action upon the bill in- 
troduced by Senator Herbert, at the re- 
quest of the United States Pipe Line 
Company, extending to such companies 
the right of eminent domain. Failure to 
pass the bill deprives the Pipe Line 
Company of the right to cross under 
the tracks of the Belvidere division of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, the only 
break in the extension of its line from 
Wilkesbarre to Hampton Junction, N. J., 
where it strikes the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, and leaves but fifty-two 
miles of railroad haul. The company, 
according to ex-Senator Lee, who is its 
counsel, now proposes to build tanks on 
either side of the Belvidere division 
tracks and haul the oil across over a 
highway, pumping it in again to Hamp- 
ton Junction. Of course, this will add 
to the expense, but will, it is said, still 
effect a saving over the long railroad 
haul. In the mean time the right of the 
company under existing laws to lay its 
pipes under the railroad is tne subject’ 
of a suit which will probably be argued 
in June.
